mountain lion." 


Frush was called in to investi- 


gate yesterday after two All View 
residents reported to Rogus Sun- 
day that they had spotted the al- 
bino mountain lion and had found 
the tracks. 


The game warden said that he 


doesn't believe the mountain lion 
poses any threat to people living 
in the vicinity. The animal roams 
in the same area as do cattle, 
Frush said, and is not dangerous 
or he would be killing the cattle 
for food. 


Rogus said that nothing prob- 


ably will be done to capture or 
kill the mountain lion since the 
steady residential development of 
the area will eventually force the 
animal to a habitat in the game 
refuge on the watershed property 
of the San Francisco water de- 
partment.

S.S.F. Endorses Tax 
Increase for Roads 


South San Francisco council-

Pointing to the coming bond 


election and a recent increase in 
state cigarette taxes, Cooper as- 
serted, "If we are going to be 
taxed any more, it will hurt the 
little man who is trying to go 
into business for himself." 


Councilman

claimed the gas tax increase 
would mostly benefit cities, and 
City Manager Eugene Aiello said 
that cities will get 65 per cent of 
the 
increased 
revenue, 
while 


counties will get 35 per cent. 


"I don't know who should pay 


for the roads other than those 
who use them," Mayor Patrick 
E. Ahern commented. He added 
the city could not raise sufficient 
road funds itself .which it needs 
to improve additional cross city 
arterials to serve commute traf- 
fic. 


Cooper 
complained that the 


northern part of the county is not 
getting a fair share of taxes paid 
to the county.

Athletes Are Winners 


That old soldier—Gen. Douglas MacArthur—has 


proven himself as effective in resolving disputes as 
he was in commanding troops in wartime. He has 
brought about a settlement between the Amateur Atlv 
letic Union and the National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation, whose feud over control of track and field 
events has continued for 2% years. 


This was a battle that nobody was winning while 


the athletes were losing. The prize was control over 
selection of participants iin the Olympics. In striving 
for it, both AAU and NCAA-backed U.S. Track and 
Field Federation had deliberately set up a meet in 
direct competition with an AAU event. 


General MacArthur had to do some hard talking to 


produce the agreement. Indeed, he had to write it 
himself, and the final form reflects only minor changes 
from his language. He was tough. But he emerged 
from the negotiations with the respect of both sides, 
and he will continue as arbitrator of any further dif- 
ferences that may arise. 


The most important part of this agreement is that 


it brings a halt to boycotts of meets and suspensions 
of athletes. Thus it will enable the United States to go 
about selecting competitors for the 1964 Olympic 
Games in an orderly fashion. Had the dispute been 
permitted to continue, it probably would have been 
impossible to select an Olympic team. 


Now the lines of authority are clearly drawn, and 


the responsibility of selecting the Olympians will be 
shared. General MacArthur deserves all the acclaim 
that has come to him as the result of his arbitration. 
The athletes are the winners. Now they can compete 
without being penalized because of a power battle in 
which they had no interest.

Dual Use for 


Trees, Shrubs 


Californians 
are 
commonly 


lucky in the number and variety 
of trees and shrubs available to 
them which can be grown not 
only for the fruit they bear but 
for 
their ornamental 
value as 


well. We have far more of these 
to choose from than 
gardeners 


in most other parts of the coun- 
try. 


The reason, of course, is that 


many of these double duty speci- 
mens are more at home in the 
subtropical and near subtropical 
climates which abound in Califor- 
nia. Many of them come to us 
from south of the border and the 
farther north they are taken, the 
less they like it. according 
to 


members of the California Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen. 


Citrus fruits are the most wide- 


ly grown of our fruiting 
orna- 


mentals, but we also make much 
use of the pomegranate, loquat. 
pineapple guave and persimmon. 
Of all of these, the latter, is the 
only one widely grown outside of 
California or the South. And even 
with the persimmons, the varie- 
ties grown elsewhere do not meas- 
ure up to the quality of those na- 
tive Japanese 
varieties 
grown 


here. 


The persimmon tree grows in a 


wide - spreading, open manner, 
making a most attractive tree for 
small gardens. It can be grown 
in a lawn, beside a driveway or in 
the outdoor living area. The large, 
glistening orange fruits ripen in 
October and November, just in 
time to make wonderful center- 
pieces for the Thanksgiving table, 
or deliciously sweet mouthfuls for 
the gourmet. After harvesting the 
crop, the gardener gets a bonus of 
fall color from the leaves which 
turn to bright autumn tones of or- 
snge and yellow before dropping. 
The most popular varieties for the 
Peninsula are first, the "Haciya." 
and second, the "Fuyu." You can- 
not go wrong with either. 


Pomegranates, too, are ready 


to pick and eat or display as you 
desire by the Thanksgiving holi- 


day. 
The warty, red fruit ts at- 


tractive oil the bush or on the side- 
board in the dining room. Its juicy 
red seeds are a delicacy with 
those who know that the} should 
not be eaten until fully ripe. The 
trick is to pick them just before 
the fruit splits, so when this hap- 
pens to one fruit, pick the others. 
If you want them only for decora- 
tion, pick them whenever their 
color is to your liking. 


The most popular variety 
is 


"Wonderful." 
which 
makes 
a 


handsome, 
glossy 
leaved bush 


with carnation-like red 
flowers. 


Several plcinled together make a 
fine screen. A single specimen can 
be trained up as a tree if all but 
one trunk is removed. Pomegran- 
ates only ripen to perfection in the 
warm 
interior valleys and 
in 


southern California, but peninsula 
gardeners should gro.v them for 
the decorative value. 


A third fruit-bearing beauty for 


almost all of California is the pine- 
apple guave. The green fruit has 
little ornamental value in or out 
of the house, but the shrub is 
worth growing for itself. The fruit 
has a tantalizing pungency which 
appeals to many. It is excellent 
in jam and jelly and deserves 
much wider use in this manner. 


The Pineapple guave is a hand- 


some gray - green shrub ten to 
twelve feet high and occasionally 
higher. It makes a fine screen or 
hedge plant and can be handled 
rather 
severely 
with 
pinning 


shears if you desire to keep it low- 
er. In pruning try to keep the na- 
tural shape of the plant which is 
graceful and open. Here on the 
peninsula 
this 
popular 
plant 


blooms in late spring with fleshy- 
white blossom's that produce a 
prominent cluster of red stamens. 
These blooms are edible and a 
fine addition to salads. 


The fourth tree on our list is th 


loquat. a familiar sight in ga 
Jens throughout the state. Th 
large, oblong leaves, almost 
foot in length at time's, are hanc 
some in their own right and en 
ate a rich background for the o

leaves long before that time for 
indoor decoration. Like pineapple 
guavas. they are also excellent 
for making jellies. 


Here on the peninsula, loquots 


are 
often 
espaliered 
against 


a wide open wall of the house or 
against a fence. Left to their own, 
they make a round-headed tree up 
to 25 feet high and often as wide. 
Pruning is a matter of personal 
taste. and may be practiced or 
not. as the gardener sees fit.

It is noticeable that most of the phone calls 


coming to this office have come from intelligent 
and articulate viewers. Several have been so kind 
as to read the letters they are writing to the NBC 
brass.

If NBC doesn't know already, the decision is an 


affront to intelligent television viewers, and there are 
a great many more than NBC realizes. 


* * * 
I KNOW THAT SOME of NBC's top executives 


go before various civic and national groups and speak 
a lot of platitudes about the high level of television. 
The fact of the matter is that any show above the 
"12-year mental age" fails to impress the brass. 


I think actually that the "12-year-old mental 


age" so often referred to by critics is not with the 
viewers, but with some of the people hired to make 
decisions for the networks. 


Twice in just a few months NBC has shown 


itself to lack depth in its thinking. The failure to 
fight to keep good shows on the air is indicative 
of the firm belief which exists at the network 
level—if it is of high level in approach, it won't 
go over. 


NBC's decision was obviously made on the basis 


of ratings. In the case of Merv's show I doubt very 
much if the ratings are valid. It takes much longer 
than five months to prove a daytime show. 


The Griffin show was building, and given a year 


or so might have developed into one of the top shows 
on the air ... 
at least during the daytime hours. 


Unfortunately there is a thinking at the network 


level with officials, especially junior executive types 
which is based on "panic" and job security. 


Those large eastern colleges are most remark- 


able. In addition to giving young business adminis- 
tration graduates a sheepskin they throw in a 
built-in "panic button" to be used whenever the 
going gets tough. The course in "courage" appar- 
ently was dropped from the curriculum some years 
ago. 


This is not said in bitterness. This is a fact. I've 


met many of these young men. They lack courage and 
try to anticipate the wants of the man immediately 
above them. Few, if any of them, would fight for 
anything that, in any way, might jeopardize their situ- 
ation. Fred Allen discovered this in the radio days of 
NBC, 
and many other talented people have been 


stopped short in their careers by this lack of "cour- 
age" and the failure of those in a position to help to 
lift a hand.

RICHMOND. Va. - Here, in a 


tall house of infinite sadness, tlie 
raveled leftovers of a nation are 
spread 
before 
curious 
visitors 


v.-ho speak in the low tones of 
spectators ?t a funeral. 


Before oak-bound ca~es you can 


linger over the property of Lee 
and Davis. Jackson ;md Stuart. 
Mobt of it is marked by the moth 
and rust of a hundred years. 
Some of 'I looks almost new. 


All of it speaks of a time that 


began with cheers and songs and 
ended, four years away, in the 
tears of Appomattox. 


This Is the White House of the 


Confederacy. 


Here. President Jefferson Davis 


was cheered by the dispatche 
from Manassas and Fredericks- 
burg and dismayed by news of 
Vicksburj; and Gettysburg. From 
here he fled when Lee pulled his 
ragged army from the lines at 
Petersburg in 18B5. leaving Rich- 
mond to invasion and the torch. 


Here. too. Lincoln 
conferrec 


with 
occupation generals 
after 


tl:e city was filled with federa 
troops. 


Today the three-story brick and 


mortar wartime home of Jeffer- 
son Davis stands literally in the 
shadows of the buildings of the 
Medical College of Virginia. Be 
side its towering neighbors the 
old museum assumes a broodin; 
and indrawn posture, perhaps an 
appropriate 
reflection 
of Presi- 


dent Davis himself. It seems re- 
mote from the bustling stream of 
hospital life only a few feet dis- 
tant. 


Within the walls now painted 


Confederate gray is jarr.med 
a 


phenomenal collection of the war- 
years in Dixie. 


Surfeit of Relics 


"It is." says the museum's di- 


rector. Miss India Thomas, "the 
finest thing of its kind in the 
world." 


First 
in historic 
importance, 


she says, is the sword of Gen. 
Robert E. l.ee. the one he wore 
to 
the 
surrender 
at 
McLean 


House. Appomattox Court House. 
April 9. 1865. Lee didn't proffer 
it and Gen. Ulysses S. Grant did 
not ask for it. The magnificently 
ornamented weapon was present- 
ed to Lee by a group of Mary- 
land admirers. 


Next, Miss Thomas lists 
the 


parole papers signed by Lee and 
hfs officers at the surrender. And 
she believes the third iterr of im- 


portance is the last flag of the 
Confederacy, that of the Southern 
'liiiser Shenandoah. It waved un- 
il the speedy blockade runner 
sailed finally 
into Liverpool 
in 


\ovember. 
1865. seven months 


liter Lee's surrender. 


But in every showcase there is 


something 
to awe that visitor 


who. on occasion, hears the sound 
of far-off trumpets. . . 


Consider for example the rem- 


lant of a .North Carolina regi- 
ment's battle flag. The banner 
was carried in more than 50 en- 
gagements, all the major battles 
of the Army of Northern Virginia. 


Kight men died with it in their 
hands. When finally 
it was sur- 


rendered at Appomattox. all that 
hadn't been shot away was a fraz- 
zled rag less than a font in dia- 
meter. 


And the precisely penned, still 


defiant, last order to his surrend- 
ering raiders from Col. John S. 
Mosby. The plumed hat of Gen. 
J. E. B. Stuart. 


The revolver that fired the last 


shot of the war. 


Not Enough Room 


The 
chief 
problein 
of 
Miss 


Thomas and her staff is one of 
room. The museum's 
collection 


long ago outstripped the amount 
of space available to display it 
properly. 
It is not uncharitable 


to say the place has a rather clut- 
tered look. But there is no place 
to expand, no nearby 
building 


available 
to 
accommodate 
the 


relic overflow. 


"We can't accept all the things 


offered to us," Miss Thomas says. 
"There's no more room." 


Some observers say the muse- 


um's display system may be con- 
fusing to the uninitiated. 


"It is not our chief purpose to 


explain 
the 
Civil War," 
Miss 


Thomas says, "This is a memo- 


rial museum, dedicated to 
the 


memory of Southern soldiers and 
responsible 
for 
displaying 
and 


caring for the things they u'sed. 


"Other museums and displays 


take a more explanatory line, but 
that is not our main purpose," 
she says. 


Many Uses 


The history of the Confederate 


White House as a public building 
began in April. 1961. early in the 
war days, when already it was 
an old house. The city of Rich- 
mond bought it for the newly 
elected 
Confederate 
president. 


(Later, 
the 
Confederacy 
reim- 


bursed Richmond for the $35,000 
it cost. I The mansion had been 
built in 1916-18 for prosperous Dr. 
John Brockenbrough. 


During reconstruction 
it 
was 


used as a military headquarters 
by the U.S. Army. The occupa- 
tion troops withdrew u. 1870 and 
the next year, again the property sold 
of Richmond, the house became 
a public school. 


The children of an impover- 


ished 
city used 
it 
until 1894. 


Then, worn out, unsafe, threat- 
ened by the breaker's hammer. 
the old house almost was given 
up by a citizenry which might 


well have been glad It demolish 
any reminder of the war. 


Bought by Women 


A group of women determined 


to buy the house. They had been 
banded together informally since 
1866. when they placed flowers 
on the 
still- fresh 
Confederate 


iers1 graves in a Richmond 


cemetery. They scraped up the 
necessary 
$150,000 
and 
they 


called themselves the Confeder- 
ate Memorial Literary Society. 


They restored the mansion and 


renamed it the Confederate Muse- 
um. They dedicated a room to 
each state of the Confederacy. 


and appointed a woman in each 
state as regent of the respective 
rooms, to see that keepsakes 
from the home state were deliv- 
ered and displayed. 


Mrs. Davis was still 
around. 


She helped arrange some of the 
exhibits. In one of the rooms, 
during the war years, her daugh- 
ter Winnie had been born. From 
a balcony off another, her little 
son Joe had fallen to his death. 


The relics poured in from do- 


nors everywhere. 


There they await the throngs 


who visit this arch-shrine of the 
Confederacy.

Federated 'Women's clubs. The 
parent organization has eleven 
million members in 50 countries 
and local membership is part of 
the Golden Gate district encom- 
passing 42 clubs in Marin. San 
Francisco and San Mateo. 


The city had a path beaten 


to its door, as electric railway 
cars 
brought picnickers 
and 


businessmen to the country. St. 
Matthews Episcopal and 
the 


Congregational church built their 
congregations from 
the newly 


subdivided areas. Estates were 
owned by the Parrott. Clark, 
Borel, Polhemus, Hayward, Til- 
ton and Barriolhet families and 
the social affairs, both public 
and 
private, created 
a chal- 


lenge to the women of the com- 
munity. Their first social func- 


tion was a dance in 1919 for 
returning soldiers. 


Early in 1920 the club spon- 


sored 
the 
first 
kindergarten. 


Dressed in authentic costumes, 
they served as hostesses for the 
opening 
of 
Pacific 
Playland. 


They also furthered cultural de- 
velopment in the young city by 
establishing the first night school. 
A sewing school was formed for 
girls six years and up and 
grew so big that paid instruc- 
tors were hired. 


A clubhouse was 
built in 


1919 
but was vacated during 


the second World War. The 
site 
has since become the 


home 
of Ihe 
Four 
Square 


church on EJ Camino Real and 
East Santa Inez. During this 
period the women staffed th< 


USO. 
The extra- curricular activities 


became a lasting tribute to their 
efforts towards the "Rose City." 
A garden fiesta, staged on the 
A. P. Giannini estate, in 1930 
made one thousand dollars for 
the club's philanthropic enter- 
prises. The annual event, now 
called the Floral Fiesta, is one 
of the city's and county's major 
civic attractions. 


The honored organization still 


has seven members of 45 years 
standing. They are Mesdames 
Frederick Smith, Louis Rebele. 
H. A. Thompson, Bonnie Mer- 
rill. John L. McGinn, (who was 
the city's only woman mayor) 
and John D. Gish, (who was 
superintendent of the school dis- 
trict) and A. A. Righetti.
